WOULD KILL SEA TRUST. 


Representative McLachlan Desires to 


Throttle the Pacific Mail 


Monopoly. 


Washington, D. C., April 2.—In an 


article in a magazine Rear-Admiral 
Robley D. Evans asks the pertintnt 
question, "Will the Railroads Throttle 
the Panama Canal?" 


The question is seriously perturb- 


ing the people of the Pacific coast, 
particularly the shippers of fruit from 
California to Atlantic points, and ef- 
.forts are being made here in Washing- 
ton to settle it once for all. 


Just now, of course, the Panama 


canal is a thing of the future, but the 
Panama railroad exists and might be 
a notable factor in the transconti- 
nental carrying trade save that it is 
without a feeder on the Pacific side, 


Today the Panama railroad has 


made an exclusive contract with the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company for 
handling all freight shipped across the 
isthmus and requiring water carriage 
on the Pacific northward, The mod- 
est proportion of the freight charges 
exacted by the Pacific Mail for freight 
carried from New York to San Fran- 
cisco is 70 per cent of the gross. 
Through from New York to Colon it is 
carried in steamships owned by the 
government, and across the isthmus 
on a railroad also the property of the 
government. For carriage over about 
one-third of the route the Pacific Mtail 
gets 70 per cent of the pay. 
PACIFIC MAIL HAS MONOPOLY. 
That such a contract should be 


made by the secretary of war, Mr. 
Dickinson, would ordinarily look more 
than suspicious. 
But the Pacific Mail 


is the only line of ships plying regu- 
larly along our western coast from 
San Francisco to Panama. It threat- 
ened that unless its demands were 
complied with it would withdraw its 
ships and leave Panama entirely cut 
off from the Pacific coast, from which 
many of the supplies used in the con- 
struction of the Panama canal are 
necessarily drawn. Such action would 
shut out practically all freight from 
the west to the Panama railroad and 
leave the government-owned ships on 
the Atlantic coast wholly without re- 
turn cargoes from Colon to New York. 
The Pacific Mail effectively applied 
the big stick to the secretary of war.

ern Pacific railroad. And that road is 
the chief shipper of the fruits, nuts 
and vegetables of Southern California 
to the eastern markets. 


Now the charge is made in long 


hearings before the cs-ismiUeo• ov; l,i- 
teroceanic canals of the senate that 
the Southern Pacific managers use 
their complete domination of the Pan- 
ama railway to kill traffic by that 
route. Admiral Evans offers the pre- 
diction that unless legislation is re- 
sorted to they will strangle the canal. 
As to what they are doing to the 
Isthmian railway there is no possi- 
bility of doubt. 


Southern California is the greatest 


fruit growing country of the' world. 
Its market is largely the Atlantic 
coast of our own country and Europe. 
It bas ports at San Diego, San Pedro 
(Los Angeles) and Santa Barbara— 
all in the midst of the fruit-growing 
territory. But at none of these do the 
ships of the Pacific Mail stop. Pulling 
out from (San Francisco, they steam 
indifferently by all the 
California!! 


ports, but put in at Mexican and Cen- 
tral American ports before reaching 
Panama. 


INDIFFENENCE IS APPARENT. 
The explanation of this indifference 


to the crates of oranges and lemons, 
the hogsheads of California wine, the 
boxes of grapes, of olives, of fruits 
and vegetables of every sort that 
would load the wharves of these Cali- 
fornia ports is perfectly apparent. The 
Pacific 
Mail is a Southern Pacific 


steamship lino. As long as its boats 
pass these ports without calling, and 
hold the exclusive contract with the 
Panama railroad ihe products of that, 
region must, bo sent, oast by rail — by 
one railroad only—and pay whatever 
freight and .submit, to whatever delays 


trade nnd like organizations of busi- 
ness men all through California and, 
curiously enough, on the Atlantic 
coast and even in the interion cities. 
As I write, Representative McLachlan 
is speaking in its behalf before a 
commercial body in New York and he 
has been invited to speak in Chicago 
within a few weeks. 


Perhaps it would seem less social- 


istic if the government had not al- 
ready gone into the railroad and 
steamship 
business—temporarily, of 


course. It now owns and operates the 
Panama 
road—only forty-two miles 


long, it is trite, but, like Mercutio's 
wound, though "not as wide as a 
church door nor deep as a well," 'twill 
serve as an example of what can be 
done. The government owns and op- 
erates the steamships from New York 
to Colon, connecting with the Panama 
railroad, and from all that I can learn 
in a community whence every one 
seems to be dashing down to Panama 
every little while, operates them ad- 
mirably in all respects except profit- 
making. And the reason why no pro- 
fit is made is that the Pacific Mail 
holds the Pacific coast traffic in its 
hands and 
will give freight only 


grudgingly to government lines and 
then only on payment of 70 per cent 
of the gross. 


TALKS OF HIS PROPOSITION. 
"This 
proposition of ours,' ' said 


Representative McLachlan, "is. after 
all, not so revolutionary as it seems 
at first sight. If it is all right for the 
from New York to xColon, why not 
from San Francisco to Panama? The 
opportunities for encouraging private 
competition on the Atlantic coast were 
certainly greater than those on the 
Pacific. Here there is no possibility 
of competition unless the government 
establishes it. 


"Please understand I am not talk- 


ing as a proponent of government 
ownership of all transportation facili- 
ties. 
If we could have the positive 


assurance of active, real private com- 
petition we would prefer that. But 
conditions are such that the grip of 
the Southern Pacific can be shaken 
by one competition only—namely, the 
United States government. If a pri- 
vate line were started railroad rates 
would be reduced long enough to kill 
it, then raised again. It's been done.

I new direct primary law: 


Judge Silent, in Role of Host, Enter- 


Francisco—they would reach, with all 
stops, the isthmus in twenty days. 
But from Los Angeles, the greatest of 
our fruit markets, the time to the 
isthmus 
would be eleven days. 
It 


takes forty-eight hours to break bulk 
and transship and about five days 
from the isthmus to New York. The 
transcontinental railroads can neither 
equal this time schedule nor can they 
approach in economy the rates of 
•water carriage. We believe that from 
now until the time the canal is finish- 
ed a fleet of ten ships under govern- 
ment ownership will save vastly more 
than their cost to the people of both 
coasts. One battleship costs $12,000,- 
000; and we ask only $10,000,000 for 
this fleet to fight the battle of the 
shippers and consumers against mo- 
nopoly." 


The bill is receiving notable sup- 


port and it is not at all unlikely to be 
pressed to passage.—Willis J. Abbot in 
Chicago Daily News. 


There has been a marked relusal Glendora. Every 


on the part of the more intelligent 
voters to declare their party 
affilia- 


tions at the time of registering. This 
seems to be due to a misunderstand- 
ing of the provisions of the law of 
registration, the general impression 
being that one had to swear that he 
had been a Republican for the past 
two years and would support a ma- 
jority of the candidates of the Repub- 
lican party at the ensuing election. 
This is erroneous. The new law por- 
vides that only those who have de- 
clared "the name of the political party 
with which they intend to affiliate at 
the ensuing primary election may vote 
at a primary. 


This is the only test that shall be 


required of an elector, other than the. 
general grounds for challenges, as 
provided in section 1230 of the Politi- 
cal Code and the constitution, and 
these are all elementary qualifications 
of all electors before they are granted 
the franchise. 


It will therefore be seen that every 


voter can conscientiously take this 
affidavit of registration, without in 
any way pledging himself to the can- 
didates of any party. 
He merely 


swears to "affiliate" with a certain 
party, at the ensuing primaries. 


Unless this test is taken, the elec- 


tor is disqualified from voting at the 
primary and many are voluntarily dis- 
franchising themselves by refusing to 
take it—a dangerous and unpatriotic 
thing to do. 


Registration closes twenty days be- 


fore the primaries. The primaries are 
fixed by law as the third Tuesday in 
August. Therefore, the right to regis- 
ter closes on July 27 of this year. 
None can vote at the primaries un- 
less they are registered this year and 
have "affiliated" with a regular ex- 
isting political parly. There is no 
•uch recognition in law as the Lincoln- 
Roosevelt party, as this is but a part 
of the regular Republican party. There- 
ore every person who desires to vote 
'or the nominees of the Lincoln-Roose- 
velt party will have to register as a 
Republican. 


Independent candidates are not vot- 


ed for at the primaries at all. They 
may be placed on the general election 
ballot by a petition requesting it, sign- 
ed by at ieast 'A per cent of the entire 
electorate voting at the preceding 
election (Section 1188 Political Code). 


Universal statistics show conclu- 


sively that the "better" classes of citi- 
zens are not voting— are not even 
qualifying themselves to vote by prop- 
er registration, thus allowing the con- 
trol of the primaries to rest in the 
hands of the corrupt element in poli- 
tics.

FARMERS' CLUB MEETING. 
LADIES IN HISTRIOtttG-S. 


Prof. Jensen Explains Necessary Ele- 


ments of Plant Life.. Officers 


of Club Elected. 


The Covina Farmers' Club met last 


Saturday afternoon at Palmetto ranch, 
the home of Mrs. F. M. Chapman. Sr. 
Although the thermometer was co- 
quetting around the hundred mark, 
the temperature inside the massive 
stone walls of the residence was de- 
lightfully cool, and though the atten- 
dance was not quite up to normal, 
there was a fair-sized crowd present 
to hear the instructive address by 
Prof. Jensen of Anaheim. 


The professor apologized for tech- 


nicalities, but they were so lucidly 
put forth that they were very inter- 
esting. 
He spoke of chlorosis, or 


"mottled leaf" of citrus trees. This 
disease is caused by deficiency of 
chlorophyll, the green coloring matter 
of plants, this deficiency being caused 
by insufficiency of one of the neces- 
sary soil foods of plant life. By re- 
peated experiment it has been proved 
that only eight elements are neces- 
sary to all plants, though some others 
are necessary to a few. These are car- 
bon, hydrogen, oxygen, nitrogen, sul- 
phur, sodium, calcium and iron. The 
first three are absorbed from the air 
and water and are found in the carbo- 
hydrates, e.g., starch, sugar, gum, etc. 
Nitrogen, with the former three, en- 
ters into the composition of the pro- 
teid substances and is very important. 
It is largely produced by the decom- 
position of leguminous cover crops 
and barn-yard manure, which also pro- 
duce humus, solid vegetable matter 
which is very important, and by grad- 
ually decomposing gives off the neces- 
sary elements in small natural doses. 
The last four elemnts are so inti- 
mately related that too much of one 
may unite with another, causing an in- 
soluble compound. 


The only satisfactory method of de- 


termining the necessary amount of 
chemical 
fertilizer to 
supply 
the 


•amount of these, sulphur, sodium, cal- 
cium and iron, is by frequent chemical 
analysis of the soil, which varies from 
year to 'year somewhat.
